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SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Board of Education presents the following Report of the 
schools of Hampton Falls for the year ending March Ist 1879. 


NORTH SCHOOL. 

Teacher through the year, Miss Sarah E. Lane. Miss 
Lane’s method of government we consider excellent. The 
pupils at once recognized, and yielded obedience to her kind 
firmness and impartiality. Throughout the year we have known 
of no jar or fret in the discipline of the school. It seemed to us 
that in teaching arithmetic, Miss Lane lacked a practical sci- 
entific method, so that we felt there was a want of thoroughness 
in this branch. The progressin geography and grammar we 
think good. | 
EAST SCHOOL. 

First term taught by Miss Annie D. Moulton. It appeared 
to us that she made in the beginning, the almost fatal mistake 
of not impressing upon the puvils the saving idea that she 
meant to rule. So disorder crept in, and a want of studiousness, 
the school therefore ran down the first half of the term. Bya 
great effort Miss Moulton regained control in a measure through 
the last half of the term, ae the school under fair disci- 
pline and studiousness. 

Second term, Miss Delle E. ‘Haines teacher. The first visit 
we made to the school showed plainly that the Board of Edu- 
cation would have nothing todo so long as the school was in 
the care of Miss Haines, except to look on and smile satisfaction, 
and this we did thoroughly.

She was practical, thorough, and kind. Her success in 
teaching reading and arithmetic was very gratifying. We re- 
call no term of school taught in this district more fully satis- 
factory than this. 

Third term, Miss May E. Odion ouhee Ina quiet way 
Miss Odion did good work throughthe term. Excellent disci- 
pline was maintained, and, considering the irregularity of at- 
tendance, we pronounce the term successful. | ; 

SOUTH SCHOOL. 

Miss Alice W. Batchelder teacher through the year. ‘This 
school is fast becoming one of the best in town. Miss Batchel- 
der is thoroughly interested, and so awakened an interest in 
pupils and parents, which is always a prime element of success: 
We always found the school orderly, studious and wide-awake. 
There was marked progress in all branches of study, particularly 
in reading. The parents and friends, by their interest in 
this school, have through the year helped the teacher very much 
in her best efforts to make the school first rate. 

If they will but continue their efforts in the future as during 
the past year, the South School will hold the position second to 
none in the town. 


WEST SCHOOL. 


Miss Sarah Hilliard teacher. This school through the three 
terms was always satisfactory to us. The best wish we can in- 
dulge is that Miss Hilliard may be secured to teach this schoo 
her third year. Here we see the best results of an excellent 
teacher, continuing in the same school. 

In Arithmetic and Grammar we think the progress of the 
school the first in town. 

We began the much needed reform in text books; finding in 
some schools three kinds of text books of Geography in use, so 
that it was impossible to classify the school with amy degree of 
satisfaction. We put Warren’s Geographies in the place of all 
other kinds, at as little expense as possible to the different pu- 
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pils, The Grammars arein the same confusing state as we 
found the Geographies. We hope the future Board of Education 
will at once reduce them to a system, that time and expense may 
be saved to teachers and pupils. ‘The board should see to it, 
that the text books are kept in good system never allowing them 
to fall into the sad confusion they are sure to without constant 
and vigorous attention ; without this the schéols cannot be kept 
in good working order. 

The best education in our common schools is that which kin- 
dles more and more a desire to know. The best teacher is one 
that awakens the pupils mind to the grand fact of the illimitable 
vastness of knowledge and that life should be made rich and 
beautiful by a constant growth into higher knowledge of the 
world and life, so that manhood and womanhood may become 
more and more a true High School. For the improvement of 
our schools we need to keep this high principle full before us, 
that true education is two fold, first to impart and acquire the 
knowledge of books, but above all this to develop a high moral 
character of truthfulness, temperance and kindness, that will use 
the knowledge of books to noble ends of life. This kind of com- 
mon school education we believe to be the sure foundation of the 
happy home, the righteous business and the progressive state. 
For such an education let us give freely, money and deeds, since 
_we know of no greater heritage of wealth to leave our children.
